and giving her muscles 
for normal development. 

Whether or not the lighter gar- 
ments of today increase women’s; 
susceptibility to colds and other res- 
piratory difficulties has been hotly! 
debated. Regardless of styles of. 
dress, the insurance companies con- 
tinue to rejoice over the increased 
expectation of life for both men and 
women, and make no specifications 
in regard to clothing when insuring 
women. The death tate from tuber- 
culosis continues to go down.  Be- 
cause of the greater amount of fatty 
tissue which she possesses women are 
less susceptible to changes . of tem- 
perature than are men, and more re- 
sistent to both heat and eold.

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HELP THE POLICE CATCH AUTO.- 
| MOBILE THIEVES 

| (By Erwin Greer, president Greer 
Engineering, 


College of Automotive 
Chicago, Ill.) 

Private garage owners all over the 
United States should be urged to 
give more co-operation to the author- 
ities seeking stolen motor cars. Late 
tendencies of the thief are causing 


police to often iook first for stolen 
cars in private garages. 

: Car thieves are finding it a safe 
‘practice to store stolen machines in 
rented private garages for a period 
of from one to three months. before 
sending them to other parts of the 
‘country for disposal. When the cars 
are cold enough—when the robbery 
has been partially forgotten—it. is 
frequently an easy matter for the 
thieves to drive it elsewhere and sell 
‘it. Naturally-the machine has 
‘changed by having its engine number 
laltered;-new license plates and forg- 
fed owner’s certificate. | 

Counterfeit license plates are also 
being stamped and distributed to the 
thieves who are often members of a 
well organized “ring” and forged 
bills of sale, sales contracts and other 
certificates are used by practically all! 
the “professional” thieves. Incident- | 
ally, license  plates—regular ones— 
are stolen for use on another car. 

Many agencies are now engaged in 
fighting auto thievery in the United 
States, which has grown to enormous 
proportions in the last few years. 
‘These include special theft details of 
insurance companies, city police de- 
partments, civic organizations, auto 
clubs and county and federal depart- 
ments. 

An important percentage of these| 
stulen machines are stored in the 
many private garages, and smuggled 
out of the city at a later period if 
ithey are not discovered. To combat 
this situation the theft bureau of the 


big motoring organizations are mak-j. 


‘ing a special appeal to owners of pri- 
vate garages to report any rentals to 
{strangers who do not use the machine 
regularly but leave them stored in

r BRHAPS nowhere else in the 


world ig there a country so full’ 
‘ of contrast as Mexico, With a 

university established — before 
John Harvard, Elihu Yale, or William 
and Mary were born, the masses of its 
people are ignorant. With a hospital 
founded befere Jamestown was even 
dreamed of, it ln backward in a nied- 
ical way. .With natural riches great- 
er than those of a thousand Midases, 
its masses are as poor as the proverb- 
fal church mouse. 

Here you will see a Mexican. half- 
breed, barefooted, wearing a dollar 
pair of trousers, a fifty-cent shirt, and 
a ten-dollar sombrero. There, at a 
aingle glance and within the length of 
a single city block, you may see an 
Indian cergador, u donkey, an ox-cart, 
a carriage, a railroad train, a street 
car, und an automobile—almost ev- 


\ ery type of locomotion since Adam. 


You may tread the burning sands 
of a tropical desert with the wet of 
the perpetual snow of towering moun- 
tains still upon your shoes. You may 
take a single railway journey of 36 
hours in which the people you see at 
the raliroad station will be dressed in 
four different weights of clothing. 

Land _ of the inordinately rich and of 
the abjectly poor;-land of the aborig- 
inal Indian and of the Twentieth-cen- 
tury business man; land of perpetual 
snow and of unending sumumier-—-ey- 
erywhere you turn there is contrast, 
high lights and deep shadows. 

Mexico has an area approximately 
one-fourth of that of the United 
States. It has a coast line some 6,000 
niles long, although its greatest 
length is less than 2,000 miles, and its 
greatest breadth only 750 miles. Al- 
though its area is only one-fourth that 
of Brazil, its population is approxi- 
mately equal to that of the empire of 
the southern continent. Some 14,000,- 
000 souls ive within its borders. of 
whom more than two-thirds can nelth- 
er read nor write. 

Of the total population, only about 
18 per cent are white, 43 per cent are 
mixed parentage, while 48 per. cent 
still. maintain their Indian blood un- 
corrupted, 

Vast Agricultural Resources. 

The agricultural possibilities of 
Mexico, despite its vast central des- 
ert plain, are great. It has millions 
ef acres of the finest grazing land, 
great bodies of land that will produce 
two crops of corn a year, large areas 
of banana sands that can match those 
of Guatemala and Costa Rica, coffee 
lands that produce coffee not only fit 
for the “queen's table,” but used on 
it, rubber lands, and cocao lands— 
ali lying accessible to good railroads 
and in touch with the world's mar- 
kets. 

Go to Yucatan, go to Colima, go to 
Chiapas, go to Vera Cruz, and every- 
where outside the. great desert you 
will find a soil teeming with possi- 
bilities. And portions even. of the 
desert land, if we may judge by. what 
we have gone with our own western 
alkali plains, may yet be made to 
blossom when the irrigationigt, and 
the plant breeder join hands. 


road, With its magnificent forests and 
great ancient estates, among. them 
one on which the cattle still wear the 
brand: of Cortes; over the Isthmus. 
of Tehuantepec, where the tropical 
jungle rivels that of the Motagua 
river valley to Guatemala, which has 
been pronyunced by trdvelers one of 
the riches* {nthe world, and then on 
up through the great Atlantic plain 
of: middie Mexico, suggests the im- 
mense unleveloped resources of the 
country. 

In the milddle and lower altitude 
belts of the country the banana and 
the orange flourish, The excellent 
rallroad facilities of Mexico give 4 
good outlet to the ports at Vera Cruz 
and Tampico, where ships are con- 
stantly loading for European and 
american ports. The organgeries of 
eastern Mexico are nearer to the 
eastern part of the United States than 
are those of southern California, and 
crop failures among them are un- 
known. With the same methods of 
cultivation that are pursued in Flor- 
ida and southern California, they 
should be @ source of vast wealth to 
the country, 

Althongh the value of the corn pro- 
duced in Mexico each year 1s. greater 
thai that of any other product, not 
even excepting gold or ‘silver, the

grows with an exuberance that would 
delight the heart of any corn-club con- 
testant In the United States. 

Cotton a Prehistoric Crop. 

History does not recall the time 
when cotton first. was cultivated in 
Mexico. The Spaniards found it 
there. Indians clothed with cotton 
garments were first seen by Columbus 
along the coast of Yucatan at the-very 
dawn of the Sixteenth century. The 
Tolteecs wrote In thelr sacred books 
that Quetzalcohuati, god of the air, 
grew cotton of all colors in his garden 
and taught them its many uses. In 
the times of Cortes the Indians. quilt- 
ed armor of cotton,: which was proof 
against arrows. 

To this day. cotton is cultivated 
with profit In many parts of the coun- 
try. In the Laguna region tt is peren- 
nial and does not require to be plant- 
ed oftener than‘once in ten years. 

Mexico probably has a greater 
range of remarkable vegetation than 
any other couutry in the world. The 
parrat fruft tree produces: ad odd- 
shaped fruit, bearing a close resem- 
blance to green parrakeets,. Evident- 
ly mindful of this striking resem- 
blunce, when the parrakeet is fright: 
eued it makes a dash for the parrot 
tree, where it assumes a position 
which mukes it look like the fruit 
itself, : 

Another remarkable tree is the “Ar- 
bot. de Dinamite’—dynamite . tree— 
whose fruit, if kept in a warm place, 
bursts with considerable force and a 
loud report, scattering its flat seeds 
to a surprising distance. ; 

Une of the most interesting fruits 
tn Mexico is known as the melon 
zapote, or papaya. It grows wild and 
attains a height of as much as 25 
feet. The dark-green leaves are from 
20 te 30 inches long and grow at the 
top of an otherwise leafless trunk. 
The fruit would seem a ¢ross between 
a cantaloupe, a pumpkin, and a water- 
uielon. The tree begins to bear fruit 
when a year old, producing from 20 
to 100 melons at a time; a single one 
of which may weigh as much as 20 
pounds. 

No other country in the New world, 


south of the Rio Grande, is so well’ 


supped with railroads as Mexico. 
Prior to the Madero revolution, it had 
20,000 miles of up-to-date American 
railroad, Now about 18,000 miles are 
in operation. At six different points 
lines crossed the frontier from. the 
United States, and Laredo, 
Pass and El Paso gateways, handled 
much traffic to and from Mexico. The 


Mexican railroads carried 11,000,000 


passengers unnually at that time, and 
handled about 11,000,000 tons of 
freight. Their total revenues amount- 
ed to about $40,000,000.

Humboldt once pronounced Mexico 
“the treasure-house of the world.” 
It produceg one-third of’ the world’s 
silver, a considerable percentage of 
its gold, one-ninth of its lead, and 
one-twentieth of its copper. The 
country’s. mineral production, exclu- 
Bive of iron, coal and petroleum, 
aimounted to $168,000,000 in 1910, but 
the output dropped after the fall of 
Diaz. With the exception of Cam- 
peche, Tabasco and Yucatan, every 
state in the Mexican republic possesses 
toines; of which there are 21,000, cov- 
ering 638,000 ‘acres of mineral lands. 
They gave employment at one time to 
half a million nien. Yet probably less 
than one-fourth of the mineral possl- 
bilities of the republic have been ex- 
ploited. Prior to the outbreak of the 
Madero revolution, -upward of 5,000 
mining claims were registered each 
year, i ‘ 
The famous iron mountain at Du- 
rango is estimated to contain 6,000,- 
000 tons of iron ore, which is worth 
seven times the value of all the gold 
and silver mined in Mexico In. two 
centuries. lt is believed that this de- 


posit was formed by the same process 


that made the Hudson river patisades, 
near New York city. 

he Santa Maria graphite mines 
are the largest and most Important In 
the western world. There are. seven 
beds of graphite deposits, varying in 
thickness from 9 to.

Provision. for federal advances of 
cash to strengthen and render efejent 
farmers’ cu-operatives supporting of 
derly marketing: and stabillzed prices, 
is a major provision of the revampert 
McNary-Havgen agricultural relief 
bill. 

Revision of the bill, not with regard 
to principles but in details, was mide 
necessary to opposition which devel- 
oped aguinst it in both the house and 
sennte. 

In its reintroduction, Chalrman Me- | 
Nary, of the agricultural committee, 
declared that In order ‘to remedy the 
condition of the American farmer, 
some Way of handling surplus crops 
without loss must be found., . 

It was essentinl. to the nation, he 
said, that farmers in the United States 
maintain a high standard of living. 
Under present unequal price cozti- 
tions it is impossible fer thei to keep” 
a high standard. He stated that “when 
a farmer hus a bumper crop he gen- 
erally hus less money than if it were 
only a fair sized crop.” Senator Me- 
Nary added that u good yield of wheat 
or oats or cotton might be the ruin- 
ation of ugriculturists, as it had been 
found that for every increase in sale- 
able farm products, u corresponding 
price drop usually occurred—and gen- 
erally the price depreciation was two 
to three times moré than market con- 
ditions, warranted, :
